And 
when they have done thus, by being diligent in 
exhorting their Hearers to read thoſe Inſpired Wri- 
tings with great Attention, and in ad moniſhing 
them to order and conduct their Lives according 
to the Rules therein laid down : It being rank 
Popery to lock up the Scriptures from om Lay- 
Brethren, or, to reſtraim them from being guided 
by their own Underſtandings, which may be much 
improv'd. and enlarg'd by reading the Scriptures, 
as will be expetienced by all honeſt Men, who 
are ſatisfied in their own Conſciences, that they 
are diligent in comparing Scripture with Scrip- 
ture, and that they make ule of this, and all 
other means, which they judge to be moſt pro- 
per, to come at the true Senſe of what is contained 
in the Word of God, fo far as it is abſolutely. 
neceſſary for their Guidance, till they arrive at 
Salvation. A good Chriſtian, that diligently and 
attentively ſtudies the New Teftament, cannot miſs
